Then I went into 
the back room and went to work on 
the trunk 
I was trying t a pry the 
trunk open and it made some noise. 
They must have heard the noise. The 
old lady grabbed me from behind and 
shook me pretty hard. I took the ham 
mer and gave her a lick on the side 
of the head. The first didn’t knock her 
down and I gave her a second lick. 
Then 
the 
second one (ame up. the 
younger one, and grabbed me at the 
door in the hack of the hall, and I 
gave her a lick with my fist. Then I 
hit her a lick with the hammer on the 
side of the head. but it did not kill 
her. 
I went out in the yard. looked 
up at the hank building. Imt did not 
see any one and I closed the blinds. 
“I went hack in the house and found 
the lady was not dead. I heard a noise 
at the front door like some one want 
ing to come in 
I tried to keep her 
from coining in, hut she pushed the 
door open and came in. She grabbed 
hold of me. 
I took her by the throat 
and choked her with one hand. Then 
I gave tier a lick with the hammer 
but did not kill her 
She was alive 
when I left. 
“Then I went to the back room, went 
at the trunk again, but didn't find 
anything except what looked like wo­ 
men’s clothe.

Connecticut 
Jury Brings Verdict In 


Favor of D. E. Loewe A, Co. In Cele­ 


brated Strike Case. 


Hartford, Conn., Feb. 5.—A verdict 
for $74,000 against the Hatters’ un­ 
ion of Daunbury in the $240,000 suit 
brought against it by D. E. Loewe 
A 
Co., for boycotting seven years 
ago, was returned by the Jury in the 
United 
States 
court. 
After having 
been out for over two hours, the jury 
ordered 
actual 
damages 
of 
$74.- 
< OO to the plaintiff, but as the suit 
was brought under the Sherman anti 
11list law, triple damages can he re­ 
covered. 


T h e r e was a remarkable scene in 
court when the verdict was announced. 
The defendants in attendance were 
stunned for a time and then in groups 
dejectedly discussed the blow. 
it is estimated that the costs in the 
case will amount to at least $10,000. 
and these, with the counsel fees may 
bring the bill against the United H at­ 
ters of North America to fully a quar­ 
ter of a million of dollars. 


Significance of the Verdict. 
Speaking In regard to the signifi­ 
cance of the verdic t in the ease, whic h 
is said to he the most important of its 
kind ever tried in this country. At­ 
torney Davenport, senior counsel for 
the plaintiff said: 
''First, 
it 
means 
that 
individual 
members of la b o r unions are hound bv 
Hie action of their officers and they 
(-annot 
allow 
them to do as 
they 
please. 
“Secondly. It means that the Sher­ 
man anti trust law protects manufac­ 
turers and merchants from boycott at­ 
tacks. 
"In substance it is a new declara­ 
tion of Independence." 
The plaintiff I). K. Loewe, was sur­ 
rounded by friends in the court room 
and coiigratulafed upon the outcome. 
He said that if he had not won he 
would have Ii ad to go out of business. 
Judge Platt, in his charge, practi­ 
cally instructed tile jury to bring in a 
verdict for the plaintiff He said the 
only question for them to decide was 
one of damages, and these were to lie 
baaed uiion the losses sustained by the 
plaintiff between July, 1902, and Sep^ 
tentier. 1903, the period during which 
the boycott against the Loewe factory 
was maintained 
A hill of exceptions will be flied by 
the defense and the case will be car­ 
ried to the federal court of appeals 
and the United States supreme court. 
T h e suit has been on trial for aiiout 
eleven weeks. 
It was instituted by 
the Anti Boycott society through Mr. 
Locw#*, but it is understood that the 
demagog awarded are to go to the Dan­ 
bury hatmakers.
